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Jurisdiction, once properly acquired, is not generally divested by subsequent facts or events. 


Jurisdiction, once acquired, is not generally divested by subsequent facts,! developments,” or events,” even events of such a 


character as would have prevented jurisdiction from attaching in the first instance.* After a court acquires jurisdiction of the 
subject matter and the person, intervening events may affect the nature of the relief available but do not end or extinguish the 


jurisdiction of the court.” 


Under a statute giving a court exclusive subject matter jurisdiction over a particular type of matter, the jurisdiction of another 


court in such an action is divested when an action is filed in the correct court.° 


The enactment of a statute creating another court does not divest the jurisdiction of the court in which jurisdiction properly 


attached at the time an action is filed in the absence of express language to that effect.’ 
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
